all seem to be convinced that the hot weather experienced 
recently has cut down the crop more than one-half. 

Two ranchers in the valley who are also bank directors, made 
survey of several orchards this week, and their report is even 
more pessimistic, to the effect that the navel crop will be about 
twenty-five per cent of normal. 

Individual ranchers all over the valley seem also to be con- 
vineed that he navel crop will be extremely light this coming year. 
The Valencias do not seem to be hurt badly, if they are hurt at all. 

But, in spite of this almost universal report of serious damage, 
it must be held before the mind that these visitations come very 
often to the citrus industry, and that they never turn out to be 
anywhere near as bad as are the first reports. There is only one 
exception to this statement, and that is in relation to the freeze in 
1913, whe nthe entire crop was wiped out. 

We must wait a month or more, to see if the hidden fruit of 
the tree will show up. We have been through this thing many 
times, and fruit in June has invariably shown up in astonishing 
amounts later on. 

Probably there will be a light navel crop next year. Just how 
light it will be nobobdy knows at this time: In the meantime it 
will be good for the peace of mind, and for business locally, to for- 
get the situation until we can get some real information, We can’t 
bring back the fruit that is dropped, and the plain facets are that 
we do not know yet to just what extent the navel crop has been 
injured. Let’s wait, and in the meantime, peddle optimism.—Co- 
vina Argus.

Other Simple Preventives | 

Any ordor pleasing to man is of-} 
fensive to the fly and vice versa, and 
will drive them away. 

Take five cents’ worth of oil of | 
lavender, mix it with the same quan- | 
tity of water, put it in a common! 
glass atdémizer and spray it around 
the rooms where flies are. In the 
dining room spray it lavishly even 
on the table linen. The odor is 
very disagreeable to fiies but re- 
treshing to most people. 

Geranium, mignonette, heliotrope 
and white clover are offensive to 
flies. They especially dislike the 
odor of honeysuckle and hop blos- 
soms. 


According to a French scientist, 
flies have intense hatred for the col-| 
or blue. Rooms decorated in blue! 
will help to keep out the flies. 

Mix together on tablespoon of | 
cream, one of ground black pepper | 
and one of brown sugar. This mix-| 
ture is poisonous to flies. Put in a) 
saucer, darken the room except one |

For Stables and Out-of-Doors 
Borax is especially valuable around | 
farms and out of doors.

Lye, chloride of lime, or copperas |

One of these publica- 
tions, Popular Bulletin 112, is in- 
tended for the use of the non-com- 
mercial fruit, grower whose orchard 
and garden produce an amount of 
fruit and vegetables in excess of the 
family needs. It gives directions for 
sundrying, either in the open air 
or in a solar drier which hastens 
drying while protecting the fruit 
from dust and insects, tells how to 
build a cook stove evaporator with 
a capacity of 100 pounds of ap- 
ples, berries, or other material at a

full directions, with illustrations and 
bills of material for the construction 
of two larger portable driers, with 
capacities of 300 to 2000 pounds of 
fruit at a time, to be set up over a 
stove or furnace in the orchard. All 
these driers are simple non-patented 
machines which can be built from 
the directions and figures given by 
any one who can use ordinary tools, 
from rough lumber and at a very 
trifling cost.

D. F. Reichard in California Culti- 
vator: Our warm ripening weather 


of the past month is no doubt matur- 
ing so much garden stuff that it can- 
not all be consumed while fresh. If 
you are not able to sell your surplus, 
either can, dry or preserve it. Do 
not allow it to be wasted, for every 
pound of fruit or vegetables grown 
for consumption at home is _ that 
much less taken from the stream of 
foodstuffs that America must keep 
flowing to Europe. Whatever each 
of us consumes must be taken from 
that stream unless he produces it 
himself. 

As each plot is harvested clean it 
up, and if the ground is not naturally 
moist soak it thoroughly. Wet it so 
that the moisture will be down at 
least three feet. Work up the soil 
as soon as it is fit to a depth of one 
foot and settle well by thoroughly 
pulverizing. Soil in this condition, 
unless naturally porous, will retain 
the moisture for three or four weeks, 
so that seed sown soon after the soil 
has been thus worked will come up 
without any further irrigation. This 
is especially desirable at this season 
of the year, as a crust is so easily 
formed by irrigating or particularly 
sprinkling during warm weather. It 
is advisable to plant all seeds a lit- 
tle deeper at this time where they 
will be in moist dirt, which is neces- 
sary for good germination. 

After the deep working of the soil 
the wheel hoe does away with much 
of the back-breaking work of weed- 
ing and hoeing. Work that used to 
be hard and tiresome for a man to 
do can easily be done by half-grown 
boys or women, if they please. 

Plant during July vegetables for} 
late fall and winter use. String/ 
beans, squashes, cucumbers, melons 
and corn may all be planted with 
safety. The hardier vegetables, like 
beets, carrots, parsnips, salsify, peas, 
turnips, lettuce and radishes, should 
be put in if there is room in the 
garden. The early plantings of win-} 
ter potatoes are put in during the} 
latter part of July.
